LONDON, Feb. 19.— The Norwe­ 
gian steam er Belridge, bound from 
New Orleans to Am sterdam . 
was 
either torpedoed or struck a German 
mine in m id-channel last night. The 
vessel, in a sinking 
condition, has 
been towed to W alm er, ten 
miles 
north of Dover, w here she has been 
beached. 
Eighteen m em bers of the 
crew and the adm iralty 
pilot 
are 
missing, 
and 
many 
have 
been 
drow ned. 
The Belridge was in m id-channel 
when a sudden 
violent 
explosion 
stood her almost on her beam ends. 
Her plates had been stove in below 
the w ater line. 
The captain im m e­ 
diately started his pumps, but the 
tan k er was m aking w ater so fast 
that soon her lower 
deck 
was a- 
swash. 
Her fires were draw n 
in 
tim e to prevent a boiler explosion 
and it seemed certain th a t the vessel 
was about to founder, the captain 
ordered the boats lowered and the 
pilot and eighteen men got in 
and 
left. 
A force of volunteers rem ain­ 
ed with the captain and ju st when 
it appeared th at the tan k er was going 
to sink two I>over tugs came 
into 
sight. 
They got lines across to the 
badly dam aged vessel and began to 
tow her to W alm er. 
No British Mine 
Inasm uch as there is no British 
mine at this particular 
point, the 
naval authorities declared th a t if a 
mine was struck it was planted by 
the Germans, and within th e 
last 
tw enty-four hours. 
The general in­ 
clination, however, is to accept the 
belief that it was a torpedo from a 
German subm arine th at hit the tan k ­ 
er. 
Indicating th e acceptance by the 
British governm ent th a t th e German 
m enace is a real one, is th e discon­ 
tinuance of all passenger traffic to 
the continent. Passports and perm is­ 
sion to sail are w ithheld, and a num ­ 
ber of the regular cross-channel sail­ 
ings have been 
cancelled, although 
mall and cargo vessels are still in 
service. 
Zeppelins Help

PARIS, Feb. 19.— Thousands of French soldiers are hopeless crip­ 
ples today whose limbs might have been saved had the doctors known what 
to do for them. 
This fact was emphasized in an order issued today 
which makes it compulsory that each French soldier shall have bls shoes 
and socks off for not less than fifteen minutes, twice in every 2 4 hours. 
Since the opening of the winter thousands of men 
have been 
turned 
back with “ frozen feet.” 
In nearly every instance gangrene has set in 
and amputation was necessary. 
Dr. Temoin, who treated many of these cases could not understand 
why it was that only the feet were frozen and hands, ears and noses un­ 
touched. 
It was discovered that what had taken place was checking of 
the blood circulation in the feet. 
Men in the trenches have had to 
stand in water without being able to remove their shoes, puttees or stock­ 
ings. 
The water makes ail of them contract. 
The cold increases, the 
circulation becomes slower and slower. 
At last it stops entirely. 
Then 
gangrene sets in and the feet come off. 
Hereafter the shoes and stockings of the French soldier are to be 
made impermeable with hot grease and he will be required to take both 
off twice daily.

(mansion, deserted by a German, the 
I foreign office holds sway and on the 
I second floor of a long line of store

! ments have their temporary’ offices. 
France has turned over this little 
spot to Belgium. Nice-Havrais is not 
; French soil but Belgian and it will 
remain so by the promise of France 
until the king of Belgium rides again 
into Brussels. 
It Is the Belgian postoffice that 
is the most interesting spot in this 
little Belgium. The French posmas- 
ter moved out, 
bag 
and baggage, 
when the Belgians came, and the 


J Belgian departm ent of posts and tele­ 
graphs took it over. The telegraph 
business amounts to a little, but in 
the m atter of posts this little office 
probably holds all world's records for 
its size. It is a paradise for postage 
stamp collectors. 
They besiege the 
place, from the opening to the clos­ 
ing hour. 
It strikes an onlooker— especially 
one who is not a victim of the post­ 
age stamp craze— as a gruesome bus-

The collectors say that 
stamps which are placed on letters 
are never so clearly and thoroughly 
cancelled as are those which are fixed 
to the hard surface of cards, and the 
cancelling marks make all the dif­ 
ference in the value of a postage 
stamp, from the collector's viewpoint. 
Three men work at cancelling, in 
■ the Belgian postoffice at Havre, and 
they seem to have caught the spirit 
of the stamp collectors for they work
